Stuff With Which Vfeifi'Luess Duped 
An Aged Scientist 


The most remarkable literary forgery 
on record was perpetrated in 1870 on 
Michael Chasles. a French 
scientist 
of European reputation. 
Chasles, who 
was In his dotage, purchased within a 
few years from one Vraln-Lucns no 
fewer than 27.000 autographs. 
A. M. 
Broadley tells the story In bis "Chats 
on Autographs:" 


"Beginning w i t h ' a supposed corre­ 
spondence between the youthful New­ 
ton and Pascal, Vraln-Lucas proceeded 
to fabricate letters or Rabelais, Montes­ 
quieu and La Bruyere. 
Before be had 
finished M. Chasles became the posses 
sor of letters in French, a n d written on 
paper made in France, of Julius Cne 
sar, Cleopatra, Mary Magdalene and 
even of Lazarus after bis resurrec 
tlon." 


Vraln-Lucas was sentenced to two 
years' Imprisonment, and among other 
forged manuscripts from, his pen there 
were produced In court letters 
from 
Alexander the Great. Herod. Pompey, 
Judas Isonrlot, Sappho, Pontius Pilate 
and Joan of Arc.

R. J. Clancy, 'assistant to the general 
manager of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, was ip Covina for a -brief period

on Tuesday, on an inspection trip. Like

mand of the railway trainmen for an

If his train was sched­ 
uled to run 300 miles in eight hours, 
and it took him 10 hours, he would be 
paid for three 'days' and for two hours 
overtime* in addition.

" O n most roads, employees in the 
freight service are on a ten-hour basis. 
Employees in the yard _ switching ser*- 
Tice are on a basis-of 10 or 11 hours as 
, -the case may bo. t The demands pro­ 
pose that these employees shall be paid 
the 
same 
wages for working 
eight 
hours. This constitutes a decrease in the 
working time of 20 to 27 per cent' and 
an increase in the hourly rate of 25 to 
37 per cent. Overtime is now charged 
as straight time. Tho demands propose 
it shall be assessed at time and a half. 
In conjunction with the increase in the 
hourly rate of pay this would mean an 
increase of 87% per cent. In dollars to 
tb<» people, i-^will mean about $100,000 
1,- 
000 annually, or a tax of' $5 'on every 
family in tho country. 


"While a few of tho larger railroad 
systems of the country might be able 
to assume the burden, the great major­ 
ity of them could not, and these and 
•not the few more prosperous roads are 
always the governing and determining 
factor in considering rate increases. 


" A t the present time about one-sixth 
of the total mileage of railways in the 
United States is being operated by re­ 
ceivers. 
Only a few months ago the 
interstate commerce commission found 
after investigation that tho earnings 
and expenses of roads in eastern terri 
tory were so close together no to war­ 
rant an increase in rates. What the re­ 
sult will be if another 
$100,000,000 
subtracted from earnings and added to 
expenses, I leave it to shippers to think 
ever. , 


" T h e amount demanded amounts to 
about ttvo per cent of the gross freight 
revenue of tho roads. To obtain the 
money, the rates would, have to be 
raised correspondingly. 


"Surplus is the foundation of credit 
in all business. The railroads use their 
surplus as a foundation for credit for 
constructing new lines, for improve­ 
ments and betterments, for purchasing 
new equipment, and to keep their facili­ 
ties and equipment abreast of the times, 
la 1915 the amount carried to surplus 
by the railroads of the United States 
was approximately $110,000,000. The

demands of the employees sweeps away 
v»n of this but about $10,000,000. The

" T h e closing of the Panama canal 
and the Eurppeah. situation have com 
bined to raise, for the time being, tho 
rail "tonnage. The end of the war, or 
the opening of the canalr—either o n e - 
would in my judgment. change condid 
tions very materially in this respect, 
To use present conditions as a 'basis 
for increasing wages in railway service 
without 
providing for •• corresponding 
general increase in. rates of at least five 
per cenfY following return to normal 
conditions, would be to build a house 
on sand. Normal operating revenue and 
expense are such that rato increases

I t resulted 
in-the election of B. A. Welch, loader 
of the anti-administration forces, and 
also P : E. Doughty, who joined forces 
With Welch in a campaign which op­ 
posed'the present board. Grant Chap­ 
man, who' ran on the Welch ticket, Was 
defeated/ while William 
Hoogendyk,- 
Who .was runnings, on, a platform that 
favored the work^oF the old board, was 
elected. The election of Hoogendyk in­ 
sures the carrying out of the present 
administration policy, as his policy as 
stated, is to work in sympathy with 
J. N.'Wilson and Louis Harris, who are 
the two hold-over members of the old 
board. 


The surprise of the election was the 
strength of Welch, who led the entire 
ticket, and waB the most popular can­ 
didate of the day. He is frankly against 
tile'policies of the old board, and has 
ann^need a number of radical meas­ 
ures which ho hopes to put into force. 
Ho is pledged to an investigation of the 
local gas company, relating to prices 
paid for gas and tho quality and heat? 
units. Ho is advocating' tho employ­ 
ment of local white labor in building 
the municipal water plant, a policy con­ 
curred in by all members of tho board, 
rand ljo i s t n favor of n public auction 
of iho municipal bonds.

This last was more in tho nature of a 
popularity contest, as the two candi­ 
dates had previously agreed to divide 
tho city funds between the two local 
banks. 


C. S. Beardsley and W. P. Watts, 
both candidates for re-election, wore 
defeated as the result of Welch's " a n ­ 
ti-push" campaign, the statement being 
freely made that these men bolongod 
to some mysterious clique or " r i n g " , 
that: was tunning the city. All kinds 
of rumors were set afloat to injure Ihe 
candidacies of these men, all of which 
were unfounded and absurd, but met 
with some credulity on tho part of the 
people. The campaign of Dame Rumor, 
coupled with a restless desire on the 
part of some to make a change, resulted 
in the defeat of these men. 


The old boards in Glendora and Azusa 
were defeated on the same day. 


Tho peoplo who havo kept in close 
touch with city matters wore strong 
supporters of Mr. Beardsley and Mr, 
Watts, as,they knew .those men to be 
very >valuable to the city. Both men 
are successful orange growers who havo 
reached^tho time of life when they have 
more leisure for public mutters 
than 
most men, and they spent a great deal 
of their time in the interests of the 
city during the last (our years, Espec 
ially in tho work of preparing for the 
new 
municipal 
water 
system, 
these 
men 
wore 
invaluable. 
They 
served 
without pay, often spending their own 
money and time in representing the 
city at conventions and in the inspec­ 
tion of other city water plants. It is to 
thoso men, working with Mr. Harris 
and Mr, Wilson, that the city owes a 
vote of thanks for four years of care­ 
ful and progressive city work. 
Their 
defeat is a loss to the city and a gain 
to themselves, as they will escape a 
large amount of work this summer in 
the building of the water system.

OF COMMERCE BANQUET 


ADOPTS KEYNOTE OF -COOPERATION 


A 
good- old-fashioned 
get-together 
banquet was held Tuesday evening of 
this week by the Azusa chamber of 
commerce, with speakers present from 
the surrounding valley towns. 


C. A. Griffith, nephew of the late Al­ 
fred P. Griffith of Azusa, and ono of 
the 
heavy 
proporty-owneres 
between 
Azusa and Covina, was toastmaster, 
and 
- among the speakers were Mayor 
H, J. Evang of Monrovia, J. L. Mat­ 
thews of Covina, Supervisor B. H. Nor­ 
ton, and other rapid-fire boost speakers 
whose remarks wore beard 
during a 
general introduction of prominent val­ 
ley people. An Azusa orchestra gave a 
fine program. This affair was held at 
the Foothill Inn, and the local members 
say that it is the harbinger of many 
others to come. The spirit of the even­ 
ing points to a number of these ban­ 
quets, which will be held by the cham­ 
bers of commerce in the surrounding 
towns. 


Mr. Matthews, in representing Covi­ 
na, gave a conservative, address, which 
dealt with his accumulated impressions 
of the past twenty years in the valley, 
and made especial emphasis 
on the 
great desirability of cooperation In this 
end of the valley. He said: 


Municipal boundary" lines are imag­ 
inary. Biding along our boulevards we 
are not aware when wo pass from the 
confines of one city to another, for the 
progressive ideas of the cities of the 
San Gabriel valley havo 
boon 
about 
equal in the past, and the work of im­ 
proving the cities htm been about tho 
same in one city as in another. Covina 
has installed ornamental lights on some 
of its streets, and so has Azusa and 
Glendnra. Glendora owns its municipal 
water Rystorn, as is tho case with Azu­ 
sa, and will be tho case with Covina in 
about six months. Tho three cities have 
engaged in extensive 
^ road 
improve­ 
ments. 
They are cities of tho sixth 
class, and about tho sumo in size, and 
tho industry of the surrounding coun­ 
try i» identical, 
• 


Monrovia has gone ahead of thcHO 
throo. towns of the upper 8art Gabriel 
valley in point of population, and wo 
can sincerely congratulate.that city on 
the reasons Which have mado that a 
fact. It was not so long ago that .Mon­ 
rovia was a smajl village^ a little com- 
vmlsary for sthe outlying .country. 
Tiik 
needs of the big :e\ty; of Los ;*A.ngoles 
brought about an ever-increasing over­ 
flow that has built, up tho population 
of many towns contiguous to the big 
city. There are little villages in the 
vniley that will »non bo populous towns, 
liko J?ue*nte, for instance. A * 
o 
w yoo.rn 
in this incomparable country bring rap­ 
id and amazing 'changes.' 


In accepting tho subject, "Internal 
Harmony UB Evidenced in tho cities of 
the San Gabriel Valley," I assume thut 
you mean by harmony the progress of 
tho community—that tho people who 
live in tlioso towns are unanimous in 
the best iiitercstB of the town. It. would 
not bo possible to stato that these towns 
do not havo their strenuous factions. 
When municipal campaigns arc on, you 
could not truthfully say that harmony 
existed, for there never can-bo a con­ 
test over municipal matters without tho 
discussion becoming too strong to bo 
termed lumuonlous. Wo 'have all boon 
through that, oven as Into as yesterday. 
But, tho point where harmony 
really 
docs exist, and where it IH most desir­ 
able IH in tho fact that whatever fac­ 
tion wins in our municipnl elections, 
the winners are always pussionntcly in 
favor of good clean government and 
progress in city improvement. It can 
be said in sincoroty that our population 
does not divide itself into two camps— 
one camp of renegades' and unscrupul­ 
ous ndventurers, the other camp tho 
good and tho pure and tho noble. 
In 
big cities there is genrully one fnction 
that gathers about itself a gang of un­ 
desirables, but this is impossible in the 
sixth class citios of this state, for we 
do not really havo any undesirable citi­ 
zens. Wo have citizens who differ with 
each other stronuously sometimes, and 
may ovon K" to the point of taking off 
their coats in the street, but tho issues 
aro never that of graft 
versus good 
government. 
Therefore, we can say 
that tho desire for the same things in 
the main, such as city improvemout and 
a high class civilization, makes for 
harmony. I believe we should remem­ 
ber this Fact, especially at this time 
when all these cities of the valley have 
just emerged from' city elections that 
were waged more or less acrimoniously 
and with determination. In Covina we 
have two camps that are about evenly 
divided in strength at the present time. 
But no muu could say that either camp 
contains all the good or all the bad, or 
all the intelligence or all the bone- 
lieadedness. Inasmuch as human nature 
cannot be separated un such arbitrary 
lines, the situation in this respect is 
practically tho same in these cities, in 
my estimation. 


Now, .if 1 may take tho liberty of 
passing out of my uubject to some ex­ 
tent, I would like to touch upon a phase 
of harmony that is not internal, but of 
the all-embracing kind. As cities, it is 
necessary to guard our individualities, 


to maintain our own municipal house, 
holds, and to strive for supremacy in 
business and itt local attraction. If we 
should abandon our civic pride in the 
interests wholly of generalization, we 
would none of us progress as fast as 
we do under a system of fraternal com­ 
petition. But I believe .that we 
c 
8 
n 


i amplify this business of helping one an­ 
other, and I am here tonight to re­ 
iterate what I have said on many occa­ 
sions, and that is that we, as towns of 
the upper San ebriel valley, should join 
hands more often in the things .which 
relate to this valley, and do it with de­ 
termination. Having been a laborer in 
this valley for the past twenty years, I 
have seen many opportunities passed 
by because no single community was 
strong enough, to work alone,-and the 
chance for getting tho little communi­ 
ties together was small, on aceount of 
the growing pains which made everyone 
peevish. 
Gradually I have seen 
this 
false sentiment of aloofness and local 
jealousy passing away. I t was bom in 
the first place of misunderstanding. We 
have come to know that the interests 
of Azusa, Glendora, Covina, Monrovia, 
and all the fourteen towns and com­ 
munities of tho San Gabriel valley are 
identical. We should all work toward 
the end of cementing those towns to­ 
gether for the'good of all. This sounds 
very trite and commonplace, and has 
been said by every boost speaker who 
over was allowed to get on his feet, but 
it is fundamental and right and true, 
and should not be lost sight of. 


Personally, I do not believe that we 
are over going to build a big and popu­ 
lous city out of any of these towns in 
the San Gabriel valley. We are going 
to continue to grow .steadily, but there 
is no reason to look forward to the 
building of another Los Angeles .in the 
San Gabriel valley, and surely we know 
that tho building of big cities out of 
little cities is not tho highest aim of 
the true citizen. 


There is something Infinitely higher 
than the struggle to congregate great 
numbers of people in a given territory. 
Making money with which to build 
buildings from which to make more 
money to build more buildings is a 
treadmill that' loads nowhere. 
Some 
flay we are going to loarn In this world 
that great ijltlofl are inimical to the 
GTeat Plan of human beitermento^ftuit' 
the crowding together of humanity is a 
crimo against humanity, and that .peo­ 
ple in the mass aro non-progressive, 
static 
and unresponsive to the best 
things which the world holds. 


Wo havo a splendid job before .us in 
this valloy, and it lies in making all 
those little cities as beautiful 
as is 
possible in this semi-tropic land. 
Not 
only must wo take advantage of ovory 
growing thing that nature provides for 
beauty, but wo must think intelligently 
in tho mattor of architecture—plan oifr 
cities with the desire for beautiful re­ 
sults, and always keep in mind the bonu- 
ty of clean citizenship. 


Wo should scan closely ' tonjght rthc 
faces nnd tho characters of tho men 
who 
havo, 
been 
working 
patiently 
through tho years for tho upbuilding 
of this community of homes in the San 
Gabriel valley, and should bond our 
efforts toward a consolidation of work 
for one end, with as little jealousy and 
suspicion us can bo had in tho weaving 
of the complex human fabric. We can 
maintain our complete entity ns sepa­ 
rate municipalities, which is something 
very much dosirod, and at the same 
time, we can join on .many missions 
that will work for tho good of all. 


Tlii's is not a Sunday-school class that 


I am addressing, but the same princi­ 
ple of righteousness^applios hero as ap­ 
plies in tho bible-class room—tho bro­ 
therhood of man. 


I bring the cry of Judas Mncca- 
baeus: "Bound an alarm, nnd summon 
the bravo and only the brave around. 
Justico and courage is as u thousand 
men," My sincerest wish lies in the 
diroction of unity in this valloy, a 
bringing together of units, that we may 
make thfs valley powerful for the good 
and desirable things of lifoi that we 
couatantly keep in mind that in this 
wondrous valley that God has made, it 
is only man that is vile, and he is get­ 
ting hotter all the time. Harmony does 
not moan submission to tho other fel­ 
low's ideas, but a tolerance of his 
ideas. Harmony means the getting to. 
gether on the boat thing, after the 
minds of men have been freely spoken. 


In closing 1 want to register my full 
appreciation 
of tho progress 
toward 
harmony that has been achieved in tiro 
lust twenty years in this valley. I wnnt 
to speak thankfully of the disords that 
have disappeared, I want to thank you 
all for the good friends I have in Axusa 
and in Glendora, and in these fourteen 
towns and cities, and I am looking con­ 
fidently for the time when the people 
of the outside world will speak of us 
with respect as a united body of muni­ 
cipalities, doing those things which are 
best for all of us, in the name of c free 
and purified humanity, the Brotherhood 
of Man.

7™ BOTTLING AN EGG. 


Issy Trick That Makes Plain Soma 
Prinoiplts of Physics, 


If yon place an egg on the neck of 
« carafe almost any one would say 
that It Is Impossible to put the egg 
into the carafe whole. 
x*et It can/be 
done, and at the same time 00; impor­ 
tant principle In air pressure can be 
proved. 
, ' 


First have the egg boiled hard and 
then peewit. 
Make a torfh of folded 
paper, light and push it into the carafe. 
After It has .burned • almost out place 
the egg on the neck of tb» carafe, 
small end downward, so that it acts 
as a stopper. Bat be sure you do not 
push it at all. 


The heat of the burning paper has 
by this time driven much of-the air 
ontj>t the carafe and heated what re­ 
mains inside. 
When ,it has finally 
burned out the carafe will begin to 
cool, the air In it becomes cooler and 
therefore takes up much less space. 
The pressure of'the atmospheric air 
outside of the bottle is exerted upon 
the egg, which lengthens out gradually 
and at last drops into the carafe with 
a loud "plump." 


In this way several Important points 
In physics are made plain. Flrst.lt is 
seen bow heat ratifies the air and 
when the air in the carafe cools cre­ 
ates a partial vacuum. Then is proved 
the fact of atmospheric pressure by 
the way in which the egg acts. At 
Inst we see the egg forced- Into the 
carafe, so that the air from without 
may fill tbe vacant spaces.—Exchange.

I t will probably be many years be­ 
fore Covina union high school district 
will hold another such election as the 
one for the election of trustees last Fri­ 
day. I t was a record-breaker in the. 
way of elections. Covina district voted 
300 more votes than was the case at 
the last presidential election. Out .of a 
possible 1400 votes. in this 
district, 
there were 1100 cast. A day that gen­ 
erally brings forth from 150 to 200 
votes at best, turned out to be a (iasb 
where the election officials were mob­ 
bed all day long. 


The old-fashioned 
method of using 
printed slips as ballots proved to be a 
very bad method, and it is probable 
that it has been used for the last time. 
The reason why tho school elections 
have been run without tho use of the 
Australian ballot is merely that most 
of these elections are entirely perfunc­ 
tory. I t has happened many times that 
not 50 votes were cast for high'school 
trustees. But in the event of a contest, 
even half the proportions fit last Fri­ 
day, the Australian ballot should cer­ 
tainly bo Used. 


Tho^election board in the Covina dis­ 
trict had a very strenuous day Of it, 
and this was followed by a night of 
counting ballots. Tho little slips were 
difficult to handle and to tally. How­

The contest raged around the .ques­ 
tion as to whether Supervising Princi­ 
pal J. J. Morgan should be endorsed.

It proved to bo more 
than that—it was tho biggest thing of 
this kind that over happened in the 
valley. 
The anti-Morgan 
forces won 
overwhelmingly, but thore is quite-'ti 
little that should be explained, in jus­ 
tice to Prof. Morgan. 


Tho voters who cast ballots against 
tho Morgan ticket were not nil, by any 
means, voting against Morgan. In fact, 
if it had been a straight, above-board 
fight with Morgan the only issue, therej 
is no doubt but that Mr. Morgan would 
hnvo won easily. But the facts aro that 
every old political grudge that has been 
accumulating in'past years was trotted 
out anil groomed up. 


Tho result of tho election moans a 
sweping change in the schools, both 
grammar and high. It is said that the 
new trustees aro pledged to moro econ­ 
omy in tho schools. 
Just 
what 
this 
means when it is considered that tho 
Covina high school has tho lowest tax- 
rate of any high school in the county, 
is something for the poople to figure 
out for thomselves. Will the poople bo 
satisfied with eliminating the supervis­ 
ing principal? 'The facts are that the 
poople 
will probably 
forget 
entirely 
about high school affairs until they are 
stirred up ugain two or four years from 
now. 


In tho grammar school contest in the 
Covina district, Alois Nigg was elected 
over Geo. B. Scofleld, but it is not un­ 
derstood that Nigg was running on an 
anti-administration 
ticket. 
Tho sejioo^ 
board will meet today to cnnvnss tho 
returns of Inst Friday's election. 
They 
will then organize for the two years to 
come, Inusmuch as the board is now* 
pledged to the people on an anti-Mor­ 
gan ticket, it is understood that a new 
supervising principal will take up the 
work ufter the close of the term in 
June. This means, of course, that .many
